To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Hambledon  Burnt 

District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  District  for  the  year  1954.. 

The  population  again  shows  an  increase,  this  year  of  510 — 
considerably  more  than  the  230  in  1953.  The  number  of  births 
was  8 per  cent  lower  than  in  the  previous  year,  i.e.  415  as 
compared  with  449,  but  after  correction  by  the  Registrar 
General’s  Comparability  Factor  the  Birth  Rate  shows  an  even 
bigger  drop— from  14.5  to  12.7  per  1,000.  The  lower  number 
of  deaths,  317  as  compared  with  355  in  1953,  with  a larger 
population,  brings  the  Death  Rate  down  from  10.83  to  9.53, 
this  figure  being  reduced  still  further  to  8.00  when  corrected 
by  the  Registrar  General’s  Comparability  Factor  for  compari- 
son with  the  country  as  a whole.  The  national  figure  is  11.3 
per  1,000. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Measles  or  from  other  infectious 
diseases.  The  number  of  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  is  one  of 
the  lowest  we  have  recorded,  being  three  only,  i.e.  half  the 
number  the  previous  year. 

Although  it  is  not  the  highest  recorded  in  this  District, 
the  Death  Rate  from  Cancer  is  high,  and  the  number  of  deaths 
from  cancer  of  the  lung  is  significant,  being  just  under  16% 
of  the  total  deaths  from  this  disease. 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  is  extra- 
ordinarily low,  but  this  is  largely  because  it  was  an  “ off  ” 
year  from  Measles. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  colleagues  on  the  staff  and  to  mem- 
bers of  the  Council,  who  have  throughout  the  year  so  willingly 
given  me  every  assistance  and  courtesy,  and  whose  co-operation 
I much  appreciate.

LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

Pathological  Examinations.  — The  Public  Health  Laboratory 
established  at  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  a year  ago  has  been  of  the  very 
greatest  value.  Routine  and  special  investigations  have  been 
possible  to  a greater  degree  than  formerly.  The  service  has  been  of 
particular  value  in  investigating  gastro-enteritis  due  to  abnormal 
strains  of  B.  coli.

The  work  of  this  voluntary  mobile  physiotherapy  service  has 
continued,  and  is  ever  more  appreciated. 

A new  van  has  been  provided,  and  it  is  hoped  that  a portable 
short-wave  apparatus  will  he  added  to  the  equipment  soon.  A large 
proportion  of  the  patients  treated  have  been  aged  people  and  Old 
Age  Pensioners,  to  whom  the  physiotherapy  service  is  of  particular 
value  and  who,  in  the  rural  parts,  would  find  it  impossible  to  attend 
hospital. 

During  the  year  104  patients  were  visited,  involving  1,460  treat- 
ments, the  distance  travelled  being  5,605  miles. 


MORTUARIES.

Tim  proposal  to  use  the  mortuary  at  Milford  Chest  Hospital  as 
a public  mortuary  has  been  under  consideration,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  arrangements  will  be  completed  shortly  so  that  it  may  serve 
for  post  mortem  work  in  place  of  the  extremely  unsatisfactory 
Cranleigh  mortuary,  and  also  take  such  cases  as  have  been  hitherto 
sent  to  Godaiming.  Cranleigh  mortuary  will  continue  to  be  used  for 
cases  that  do  not  require  post  mortem. 

BURIAL  OF  THE  DEAD. 

Under  Section  50  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  the  local 
authority  is  responsible  for  securing  the  burial  or  cremation  of  the 
body  of  any  person  who  has  died,  or  has  been  found  dead,  in  their 
area,  where  no  suitable  arrangements  are  made  by  any  other  person. 
During  1954,  1 case  was  so  dealt  with  in  this  District. 
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NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948,  SEC.  47,  AND  CAKE  OF 

THE  AGED. 

Action  was  taken  in  one  case  under  Section  47.  Two  aged 
sisters  were  removed  to  hospital  under  this  Section  and  the  National 
Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951,  Section  1 (3).  These  two  old 
persons  lived  together  in  an  isolated  house.  One  became  semi- 
invalid,  and  when  the  able-bodied  sister  developed  an  acute,  in- 
capacitating, but  relatively  trivial  illness,  there  was  no  possibility 
of  any  help  of  any  kind  in  the  home  to  care  for  them,  and  removal 
to  hospital  became  necessary  as  an  emergency  measure. 

The  problem  of  dealing  with  the  aged  continues  to  press  ever- 
increasingly.  In  a country  district  old  people  often  live  alone, 
isoh  \ed,  and  possibly  even  dependent  upon  well  water  supply  or 
bucket  sanitation.  They  value  their  independence,  and  whilst  gradu- 
ally falling  into  a condition  of  self-neglect  and  into  dirty  conditions, 
refuse  all  help  or  removal  to  institutions.  Forcible  removal  is  not 
desirable,  nor,  in  many  cases,  is  it  possible  until  illness  makes 
hospital  treatment  inevitable,  but  removal  to  hospital  is  sometimes 
the  only  possible  course  in  view  of  the  lack  of  help  in  the  home. 
Even  relatively  slight  illnesses  that  are  incapacitating  mean  that  the 
old  people  cannot  be  left  in  their  homes  alone. 

The  scheme  of  visiting  by  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Services 
which  was  agreed  two  years  ago,  lias  worked  well,  and  the  British 
Red  Cross  have  also  assisted  with  home  visiting. 

Some  scheme  of  more  comprehensive  home  help  is  required,  and 
obviously  it  would  be  more  economical  to  provide  home  help,  even 
resident  home  help,  rather  than  transfer  to  hospital.  The  Welfare 
Officers  are  extremely  helpful,  and  do  not  spare  themselves  in  their 
attention  to  the  aged  people,  but  their  powers  are  much  more 
limited  than  those  of  the  former  Relieving  Officers  whom  they 
replaced.  The  Surrey  County  Council  appointed  a Geriatric  Social 
Worker  attached  to  the  hospitals  to  serve  Guildford  and  their 
vicinity.  This  scheme,  if  extended  and  more  carefully  organised, 
holds  out  considerable  hope.  Unfortunately  there  has  been  no 
liaison  between  the  new  officers  and  others  serving  the  need  of  old 
people.  There  are  many  services  available,  even  throughout  the 
county  district,  e.g.  the  Darby  and  Joan  Club  at  Cranleigh,  the 
Tillingbourne  Valley  Mobile  Physiotherapy  Service,  and  other  ser- 
vices in  various  villages. 

The  greatest  need  is  for  some  co-ordination  of  the  services, 
whether  voluntary  or  official  or  both. 

This  problem  of  the  aged  is  likely  to  increase.  No  doubt  at 
present  it  is  mainly  a legacy  of  the  small  family  where  no  offspring 
is  available  to  look  after  the  parents.  The  people  who  nowadays 
are  having  large  families  are  too  often  improvident,  often  unable 
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or  unwilling  to  bother  themselves  or  to  look  to  the  future.  They 
depend  entirely  upon  the  State  in  all  times  of  troubles.  It  seems 
inevitable  that  this  problem  of  the  aged  will  assume  very  much 
larger  proportions  as  a result. 


FIRST-AID  SERVICE  AT  FRENSHAM  POND. 

The  British  Red  Cross  Society  once  again  provided  a First- 
Aid  Service  at  Frensham  Pond  this  summer,  the  hut  being  manned 
every  week-end  and  Bank  Holiday  from  Easter  onwards.  Owing  to 
the  poor  summer  there  were  fewer  visitors  than  usual,  and  the 
number  of  casualties  dealt  with  was  only  104  as  compared  with 
152  last  year.  As  usual,  the  largest  number  was  of  cut  feet,  the 
next  largest  item  being  wasp  stings,  of  which  there  were  many 
towards  the  end  of  the  season.  The  following  summary  gives  some 
details :

There  were  no  cases  of  “ Bond  Itch  ” this  season. 

Two  serious  cases  were  sent  to  hospital  for  further  treatment, 
and  three  others  were  referred  to  their  private  doctors  after 
appropriate  first-aid. 

The  manning  of  the  hut  was  done  principally  by  the  few  keen 
workers  who  do  the  work  every  year.  As,  in  some  cases,  there  is 
considerable  travelling  involved  to  get  to  the  Hut,  much  credit  is 
due  to  these  people  for  so  willingly  carrying  out  these  duties. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  usual  routine  sampling  of  water  supplies  lias  been  con- 
tinued, quarterly  samples  being  taken  from  greensand  sources  and 
monthly  from  those  with  wells  in  the  chalk  strata.  Appended  is 
a table  summarising  the  water  supplies  to  all  types  of  property 
in  the  District,  whilst  a table  showing  the  results  of  analyses  from 
all  types  of  supply  is  given  in  the  Report  of  the  Senior  Sanitary 
Inspector  (see  page  49). 

The  Guildford,  Godaiming  and  District  Water  Board  has  now 
been  in  existence  for  two  years.  The  difficulties  of  consolidating 
so  many  and  so  varied  water  undertakings  are  fully  appreciated, 
but  it  is  hoped  that  the  district  will  reap  some  benefit  from  the 
amalgamation  before  long.  In  parts  of  the  parish  of  Cranleigli 
the  public  water  supply  is  inadequate,  particularly  the  higher  parts 
of  the  Village  Estate,  the  Rowgardens  area,  and  the  Baynards  area. 
Demands  have  increased,  and  the  amount  of  new  building  is  very 
considerable.  The  waterunains  are  old  and  the  pressure  is  poor. 
There  were  also  difficulties  in  the  Ramsnest  area  of  Chiddingfold. 
The  shortage  is,  of  course,  most  noticeable  at  times  of  heavy 
draw-off  of  water. 

Complaints  of  iron  content,  which  have  been  present  for  many 
years,  continued  in  the  Busbridge  and  Munstead  area,  due  to  the 
iron  content  of  the  Ockford  source  of  the  former  Godaiming 
Borough  water  supply.  These  complaints  are  at  times  serious,  the 
iron  making  the  water  most  unpalatable  and  sufficiently  coloured  to 
stain  washing  and  laundry. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  cesspool-emptying  service  is  dealt  with  in  the  Report  of  the 
Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  on  page  55.  There  have  been  no  serious 
difficulties,  but  but  the  need  for  more  tips  for  cesspool  contents 
is  becoming  pressing. 

There  has  been  no  serious  difficulty  with  any  of  the  sewage 
disposal  works,  and  the  effluents  have  been  maintained  at  a satis- 
factory quality. 

Hindhead  and  Chart  sewerage  scheme.  There  has  been  no 
progress  made,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  Hindhead  scheme  will  pro- 
ceed in  the  very  near  future  and  that  this  will  enable  the  essential 
part  of  C'hurt  to  be  drained. 
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The  laying  of  sewers  at  Elstead  lias  not  yet  been  commenced, 
but  it  is  hoped  that  the  work  will  start  in  the  near  future  and  be 
completed  within  three  years.  Meantime,  the  drainage  difficulties 
there  continue. 

SLA  II G HTERH  0 U SES. 

Re-licensing  of  slaughterhouses  was  permitted  under  the 
Slaughterhouses  Act,  1954,  which  came  into  operation  on  the  5th 
July.  Before  the  war  there  were  6 licensed  and  11  registered 
slaughterhouses  in  the  District,  and  this  number  has  now  been 
reduced  to  6 licensed.  Slaughtering  is  carried  on  regularly  in  three 
of  them,  and  these  are  satisfactory  and  meet  modern  requirements. 

The  question  of  centralisation  of  slaughtering  at  Guildford 
abattoir  was  considered  in  all  its  aspects.  There  is  no  question 
that  centralisation  is  a good  policy  from  most  points  of  view,  but 
in  the  rural  area  it  places  the  more  distant  butchers  at  a disad- 
vantage, particularly  over  costs  of  transport.  Possibly  the  time 
will  come  when  such  additional  costs  may  be  pooled  and  equally 
spread  over  the  district. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

No  cases  of  pollution  came  to  our  notice  during  the  year. 


MOSQUITOS:  Bramley  and  Stafford  area. 

The  annual  nuisance  of  mosquitoes  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the 
Godaiming  sewage  farm  caused  many  complaints,  particularly  in 
the  autumn.  The  Godaiming  Corporation’s  scheme  for  modernising 
the  sewage  works  will,  it  is  hoped,  be  proceeded  with  rapidly  and 
result  in  alleviation  of  this  nuisance. 
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WATER  SUPPLIES. 
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HOUSING 

Housing  remains  a major  problem,  but  there  are  no  longer  the 
acute,  urgent  cases  which  were  so  heartbreaking  a year  or  two 
ago.  There  is  still  a small  amount  of  overcrowding,  but  we  am 
able  to  give  more  attention  to  the  reconditioning  or  the  replacement 
of  old  properties. 

The  following  figures,  supplied  by  the  Council’s  Engineer  and 
Surveyor,  show  the  total  number  of  houses  built  by  the  Council, 
parish  by  parish,  during  1954,  together  with  the  totals  for  the  post- 
war period  up  to  December  31st,  1954 :

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It  is  now  recognised  that  the  use  of  caravans  as  permanent 
houses  is  not  a temporary  problem  but  one  that  wlil  be  permanent. 
The  only  solution  must  be  the  establishment  of  properly  prepared 
and  equipped  caravan  sites,  preferably  under  local  authority  man- 
agement. Under  private  management  it  is  difficult  to  ensure  that 
the  amenities  to  be  provided  shall  be  of  an  approved  standard  and 
that  they  shall  be  maintained  at  the  same  high  level.  It  is  im- 
portant that  the  Standard  Conditions  of  the  County  Council  to  be 
observed  in  caravan  sites  shall  be  strictly  observed. 


TWEEDSMUIR  CAMP. 

The  conditions  at  this  camp  for  Polish  families  remain  un- 
altered. The  Visiting  Nurse  pays  periodical  visits,  whilst  the  creche 
and  kindergarten,  run  by  the  Camp  Committee,  continue.  The 
number  of  families  living  there  is  now  reduced  to  57.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


MILK  SUPPLIES. 

The  routine  for  examination  of  milk  supplies  has  been  con- 
tinued, and  202  samples  were  examined  during  1954.  Appended 
is  a short  table  of  analysis  results  for  the  year,  compared  with 
the  three  previous  years. 


As  from  the  1st  October,  1954,  this  became  a “ Specified  Area  ” 
under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Order,  1954,  and  meant  that 
no  milk  could  be  sold  unless  in  the  categories  “ Pasteurised,” 
“ Sterilised  ” or  “ Tuberculin  Tested.”  There  was  no  difficulty  in 
arranging  this  highly  satisfactory  improvement,  since  the  bulk  of 
the  milk  on  sale  already  fell  within  these  categories  before  that 
date. 


It  will  be  noted  that  a new  test  is  added  to  the  tables  of  milk 
analyses,  i.e.  the  Turbidity  Test.  This  refers  to  the  test  used  for 
sterilised  milk. 


ICE  CREAM. 

Ice  cream  sampling  is  undertaken  systematically,  and  the 
results  are,  on  the  whole,  satisfactory. 

FOOD  UNFIT  FOR  HUMAN  CONSUMPTION. 

Details  of  food  condemned  as  unfit  for  consumption  or  sent 
into  the  District  for  animal  feeding  only  are  given  in  the  Report  of 
the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector.

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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 


Only  120  castes  were  notified,  as  against  698  in  the  previous 
year.  The  difference  was  mainly  due  to  the  absence  of  a measles 
epidemic,  which  tends  to  recur  -every  second  year.  There  were 
also  many  less  scarlet  fever  and  whooping  cough  cases.  It  is  too 
early  to  give  credit  for  whooping  cough  reduction  to  the  Immuni- 
sation Schem-e,  although  it  must  result  in  some  restriction  in  the 
spread  of  infection.  Such  infections  usually  are  picked  up  in  school 
and  brought  home  by  the  younger  scholars.  The  inoculation  scheme 
lias  been  in  being  for  -only  just  over  two  years,  so  that  the  full 
results  may  not  be  reached  until  the  protected  generation  attains 
school  age.

POLIOMYELITIS. 

Only  1 case  was  notified  during  the  year.  It  was  mild,  and 
paralysis  did  not  develop. 

FOOD  POISONING. 

The  two  notified  cases  were  both  diagnosed  in  hospital,  having 
been  admitted,  in  one  case  as  suspected  appendicitis  and  in  the  other 
as  suspected  gall-bladder  trouble.  Both  had  shown  symptoms  for 
some  time  previously,  and  it  was  impossible  to  ascertain  the  source 
of  infection  in  either  case.  The  cases  were  entirely  unconnected. 
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SMALLPOX. 


Two  contacts  from  abroad  were  reported  to  us  during  1954. 
They  wer-e  visited,  and  the  necessary  advice  given. 

SCARLET  FEVER  AND  HAEMOLYTIC  STREPTOCOCCAL 
THROAT  INFECTIONS. 

Five  cases  occurred  at  a children’s  convalescent  home,  and 
one  at  a children’s  holiday  camp.  Inspection  and  swabbing  of  all 
close  contacts  was  carried  out,  and  treatment  of  carriers  given 
where  necessary. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

'Although  this  is  the  sixth  consecutive  year  that  no  cases  of 
diphtheria  have  occurred,  there  is  no  reason  for  complacency : it  is 
only  by  maintaining  the  high  level  of  immunity  amongst  children 
that  such  a high  level  of  continued  safety  can  be  preserved.  Propa- 
ganda and  our  activity  in  applying  this  scheme  must  be  continued 
without  any  relaxation. 

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

School  Children:  — The  yearly  upward  trend  in  the  population 
generally  in  the  district  is  reflected  in  the  increased  number  of 
children  attending  the  maintained  schools,  and  200  more  children 
attended  these  schools  in  1954  than  in  the  previous  year.  This 
means  an  increase  each  year  in  the  number  of  children  requiring 
immunisation. 

Twenty-four  school  sessions  were  held,  and  more  parents 
attended  these  than  in  any  previous  year. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  small  percentage  of  children  listed 
as  “ not  immunised  ” includes  many  whose  treatment  is  not  com- 
plete, or  is  not  up  to  date,  since  only  those  children  who  have  been 
given  two  primary  injections  or  a re-immunising  dose  within  the 
preceding  5 years  are  counted  as-  “ immunised.” 

The  immunisation  state  in  the  schools  is  very  satisfactory.

The  number  of  children  immunised  is  the  total  of  the  number 
of  children  immunised  in  1954  and  preceding  years.  These  figures 
are  slightly  reduced  this  year  owing  to  fewer  treatments  carried 
out  by  private  doctors  and  Welfare  Centres.  This,  together  with 
the  fact  that  there  are  more  children  under  5 years  of  age,  accounts 
for  the  lower  percentage  shown  above. 

Home  Visiting  Scheme  for  Pre-School  Children.  Immunisation 
against  Whooping  Cough  and  Diphtheria,  and  Vaccination  against 
Smallpox: — Under  this  scheme,  immunisations  are  performed  in 
the  homes  by  appointment.  It  caters  for  those  parents  who  are 
prevented  from  visiting  their  private  doctors  or  Welfare  Centres. 
Many  requests  were  received  during  the  year  from  Health  Visitors 
as  well  as  from  parents. 

Sixty-six  treatments  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough 
were  given  in  the  homes  by  Dr.  Pollock  during  1954.  Details  are

SMALLPOX  VACCINATION. 

Vaccination  is  offered  to  all  children  at  the  same  time  as  diph- 
theria and  whooping  cough  immunisation,  and  is  performed  also  in

All  the  above  were  carried  out  by  general  practitioners , with 
the  exception  of  23  successful  vaccinations  carried  out  by  this 
department  and  106  reported  from  Welfare  Centres.

WHOOPING  COUGH  IMMUNISATION. 

This  scheme  was  commenced  in  October,  1952,  and  now,  after  a 
trial  period  of  2 years,  it  is  interesting  to  estimate  what  effect 
immunisation  has  had  on  the  incidence  and  severity  of  whooping 
cough  in  children.

It  is  anticipated  that  these  figures  will  rise  appreciably  in  the 
next  few  years. 

It  is,  of  course,  the  children  under  12  months  of  age  with  whom 
we  ar&  chiefly  concerned,  as  it  is  in  this  age  group  that  whooping 
cough  can  be  such  a severe  and  debilitating  disease. 


During  the  winters  of  1953  and  1954  there  has  been  a wide- 
spread incidence  of  whooping  cough.  The  majority  of  children  who 
were  immunised  did  not  develop  the  disease,  and  an  attempt  was 
made  to  follow  up  and  check  on  those  children  who  developed 
whooping  cough  and  who  were  known  to  have  been  immunised  some 
time  previously.  It  was  noted  that  those  children  who  developed 
the  disease  and  who  had  been  immunised  previously  tended  to 
suffer  from  a much  milder  disease,  and  indeed  in  some  cases  the 
disease  was  so  benign  as  to  cause  difficulty  in  diagnosis.  In  other 
words,  the  severity  of  whooping  cough  was  modified  by  previous 
immunisation.  Here  there  is  a definite  risk,  as  these  mild  or  modi- 
fied cases  of  the  disease  may  be  unrecognised.  Whooping  cough 
can  be  spread  by  such  cases  to  unprotected  children,  causing  the 
usual  severe  illness.  Parents  should  be  warned  of  this  added  dan- 
ger, and  should  realise  the  urgency  of  having  their  children  im- 
munised against  whooping  cough  as  soon  after  the  age  of  4 months 
as  possible. 

In  addition  to  the  treatments  given  in  the  children’s  homes 
by  Dr.  Pollock,  the  following  children  were  treated  by  private

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TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  number  of  cases  on  the  register  continues  to  increase. 
This  is  probably  due  to  discovery  of  cases  that  would  a few  years 
ago  have  been  missed,  at  any  rate  until  the  disease  was  advanced. 
Mass  radiography,  and  more  detailed  examination  of  all  contacts, 
leads  to  an  increased  number  of  notifications. 

Tuberculosis  is  a much  less  crippling  disease  than  formerly, 
the  results  of  treatment  are  much  better,  and  there  should  be  fewer 
chronic  invalids  or  semi-invalids  resulting  from  the  infection.  The 
death  rate  has  fallen  ;at  an  increasing  rate  over  the  last  few  years. 
Active  treatment,  especially  by  thoracic  surgery,  and  by  new  drugs, 
has  given  remarkable  results,  and  the  stay  in  chest  hospitals  is 
now  relatively  short  instead  of,  as  formerly,  prolonged. 

There  is  much  more  home  treatment  possible.  These  facts 
emphasise  the  need  for  ensuring  that  housing  conditions  of  sufferers 
are  good  and  healthy. 

One  case  of  primary  tuberculosis  was  notified  in  a child  three 
weeks  after  she  ceased  to  be  a boarder  at  a residential  school  in 
the  district.  It  was  therefore  considered  advisable  to  check  on 
the  health  of  the  pupils  and  staff  at  the  school  in  an  attempt  to 
discover  any  unsuspected  focus  of  tuberculosis,  and  278  children 
were  Mantoux  tested  with  the  results  shown  below :

All  Positive  reactors  were  x-rayed  by  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit, 
and  all  were  eventually  reported  clear.  In  addition,  20  members 
of  the  staff  were  x-rayed,  and  there  were  also  reported  clear. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination.  The  County  Council’s  scheme  for  B.C.G. 
Vaccination  of  school-children  commenced  on  1st  October.  Under 
this  scheme,  vaccination  is  offered  to  every  child  between  the  ages  of 
13  and  14  years.  It  is  operated  through  the  County  School  Medico  1 
Service.

TUBERCULOSIS  CARE  COMMITTEE. 

During  the  year  1954-55  the  Care  Committee  held  two  meetings, 
29  cases  being  considered.  In  7 cases  direct  assistance  was  given, 
involving  an  expenditure  of  £87  9s.  7d. 

The  provision  of  milk  is  arranged  by  the  County  Council 
Almoners.  In  special  cases  the  Care  Committee  is  consulted,  and 
they  may  recommend  a free  supply  of  milk  although  the  patient’s 
income  is  outside  the  normal  range  for  free  milk. 

The  Public  Health  Department  Nurse  made  41  visits  to  tuber- 
culosis cases  during  the  year. 

Once  more  the  Christmas  Seals  Sale  and  Annual  Appeal  broke 
all  our  previous  records,  raising  £82  4s.  as  against  £68  4s.  6d.  the 
previous  year.  For  several  years  past  a contribution  of  £50  has 
been  made  to  the  Children’s  Holiday  Scheme  of  the  Standing  Con- 
ference of  Surrey  Tuberculosis  Care  Committees,  and  a similar 
amount  was  given  this  year.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  and  cleansing  of  cesspools  is 
carried  out  by  the  District  Council  in  all  parishes  in  the  district. 

Refuse  Collection. 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  is  now  carried  out  fortnightly  in 
all  parishes  in  the  district. 

Six  3-ton  Dennis  refuse  collection  vehicles  are  used  for  this 
work. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  at  the  Local  Authority’s 
tips  in  the  district.  Waste  paper  is  collected  in  trailers  attached 
to  the  refuse  lorries,  and  this  is  sorted  and  baled  at  the  depots. 
Cleansing  of  Pail  Closets. 

The  Council  undertake  the  cleansing  of  pail  closets  in  Alfold, 
Chiddingfold,  Dunsfold,  Elstead,  Hascombe,  Witley  and  non- 
sewered  parts  of  Bramley.  During  the  year  the  parish  of  Frensham 
was  added  together  with  parts  of  Chiddingfold  not  previously  col- 
lected. This  work  is  done  by  cesspool  emptiers  fitted  with  night  soil 
equipment. 

Cleansing  of  Cesspools. 

Cesspools  are  emptied  on  application  free  of  charge,  if  re- 
quired, once  in  every  quarter.  Seven  Dennis  (800  gallon)  emptiers 
are  used  for  this  work.  The  sewage  removed  is  disposed  of  by 
means  of  sludge  beds  on  the  sewage  farms  and  on  arable  land  by 
arrangement  with  farmers.
